to  tho  Jnpaneso  mainland  on  our  ov.n  initiative.  It  is  a  ratter  of  genat 
rocrot,  however ,  that  leading  members  of  our  army,  hnvy,  foreign  servioo  staff 
and  civilians  und  community  including  Consitmcler-in-chiof  SHXF.tlCuwA  not 
v.ith  nn  unexpected  disaster  on  tho  occassion  of  the  cfioctuation  of  the 
truco.  I  hear  it  said  that  our  complete  withdraw  al  has  onusod  some 

uneasiness  among  our  residents  in  Shanghai. 

however,  no  I  have  just  said,  tho  truco  agreement  has  already  ccno 

into  existence  and  there  is  u  Mixed  Conniscion  to  sco  that  tho  tmm3 
uro  observed.  Booidos,  jowerful  naval  units  aro  still  stationed  there, 
and  in  addition  Military  Police  und  other  necessary  organs  hnvo  boon 
loft  thoro  to  cope  with  tho  activities  of  partisans  and  other  srall- 
03 ole  refractory  elements.
